COSELEY, an ecclesiastical district, in the parish of Sedgley, union of Dudley, N. 
division of the hundred of Seisdon, S. division of the county of Stafford; 
comprising the villages of Coseley and Brierley, with part of the village of 
Ettingshall, and containing 5683 inhabitants. This place is situated in the heart of 
a district abounding with mines of coal and ironstone; and the inhabitants are 
principally employed in the various branches of the iron-trade and other works in 
the neighbourhood, and in the manufacture of nails and screws, which is carried on 
to a great extent. A new branch of the Birmingham canal has been cut from 
Wolverhampton, passing through the district. The church, dedicated to Our Blessed 
Saviour, was erected in 1829, at an expense of £10,537, by grant of the 
Parliamentary Commissioners, and is a spacious building in the later English style, 
with a square embattled tower. The living is a district incumbency, in the patronage 
of Lord Ward; net income, £138, with a parsonage. There are places of worship for 
Particular and General Baptists, Wesleyans, and Unitarians. A Unitarian school, 
built in 1753, is endowed with £31 per annum; and there are some national schools, 
erected in 1833, at an expense of £580. [A Topographical Dictionary of England

Christ Church, Coseley was erected in 1830, of brick, cased in stone, in the plain 
Gothic style, with a tower and a peal of eight bells.. The perpetual curacy is in 
the patronage of Lord Ward, and incumbency of the Rev W.F. Vance, M.A., who is 
assisted by two curates." [WHITE (1851)] 


Parish History 


In 1830 the ecclesiastical district of COSELEY CHRIST CHURCH was created from part 
of SEDGLEY. In ---- is was made a parish. 


In 1865 the parish of BRADLEY ST MARTIN was created from parts of BILSTON ST MARY 
and COSELEY CHRIST CHURCH. 


Description of Church (Christchurch) 


The church was built in 1827-30 to designs by Thomas Lee and consecrated on 27 Aug 
1830. It was enlarged in 1866 and restored in 1888. [The foundation stone was laid 
on 9 Aug 1827.] 


Missions 


About 1880/90 the mission church of DAISY BANK ST AIDAN was built to serve part of 
COSELEY CHRIST CHURCH. [It appears to have been in Wesley Street, Bradley. ] 


About 1942 three missions were attached to Coseley, viz: Wallbrook (St Cuthbert); 
Ladymoor (St Oswald); Daisy Bank (St Aidan)
